From Big Blue Live to Richmond's glorious 
riverside, wildlife presenter Steve Backshall shares 
how he became interested in nature at a young age

W ildlife presenter Steve 
Backshall has no off 
switch. Even over the 
phone, his extreme 

adventurer tone that is synonymous with 
his Deadly 60 TV series remains very 
much intact. His enthusiasm makes it 
easy to overlook that he isn’t detailing 
something equivalent to a perilous 
predator encounter in the depths of an 
exotic jungle, but rather his nationwide 
tour Wild World , which opened on 15 
October in Inverness and is heading to 
Richmond Theatre on 8 November. 

You grew up in Surrey. How did that get 
you interested in the great outdoors? 

From a very early age I was very lucky 
to spend most of my time in the great 
outdoors. My mum and dad are terrific 
outdoors people. And I grew up on a 
small holding in Bagshot in Surrey, 
which is itself surrounded by the Surrey 
heaths - it’s just the best place for 
reptiles. There were a whole range of 
birds that were best spotted in that 
heathland. Also, I had an opportunity to 
travel an immense amount as my parents 
both worked for the airlines. I got a 
mixture of the domestic and exotic from 
a very early age and I knew whatever I 
was going to do in my life, it would 
involve those things. 

You have faced a lot of nerve-wracking 
situations: which was the scariest? 

Diving with leopard seals underneath 
Antarctic ice. They are such big and 
intimidating animals that make a living 
by basically shaking penguins out of 
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local interview 



their own skin! They’re really quite 
frightening and the whole idea of diving 
in water that’s below freezing under the 
ice is itself pretty intimidating. 

Is there any unchartered territory? 

There are plenty of places I have yet to 
go to. One of the beautiful things of what 
I do is that it is infinite. There are infinite 
amounts of animals out there to see, be 
filmed and be discovered. There are parts 
of the planet that are still completely 
unknown. If I had to choose one thing it 
would be finding snow leopards in the 
ancient city of Karakorum. 

Tell us about your show, Wild World... 

It will be a show that’s packed full of 
behind-the-scenes footage of action and 
adventure from some of the world’s 
wildest places. There will also be plenty 
of opportunities for the audience to 
interact with me; they’ll have an 
opportunity to ask questions and to find 
out anything they want to know about 
wildlife and expeditions. 

Where will you be touring? 

I’m touring all over the country. We’ve 
got shows in the north, we’ve got shows 
in Scotland, we’ve got shows in Wales 


and we have shows 
down south as well. 

Richmond has such 
a lovely theatre. 

I’m interested in 
nature, where 
should I exlpore? 

The river [Thames] 
is the obvious one. 

Along the banks of the 
river there is the heronry, 
which is a site where 
herons nest. And they’re 
there in their dozens, it’s 
absolutely stunning. 

What is your career 
highlight to date? 

Probably my first ascent of Mount 
Upuigma in Venezuela. I was climbing 
to the top of a mountain that had never 
been summited before. It was one of the 
most stunning and exciting expeditions 
of my life. 

You were on Strictly Come Dancing, 
what was that like? 

It was something completely new, a 
completely different challenge. It put me 
totally out of my comfort zone and was 


exciting and 
challenging and a 
tremendous 
amount of fun 
since. 

What’s home like 
for Steve 
Backshall? 

I’ve got lots of 
tribal art from many 
of the places I’ve 
been to on 
expeditions. I 
collect animal 
skulls, skeletons, 
and fossils. I’ve got 
loads of those 
around the house! I have a vast 
collection of books and almost all are 
species guides. I could basically build a 
house out of those books and, for the 
first time, I have a home to come back to 
- a personal life to come back to - in 
Buckinghamshire.

CRAFTING 

How actress Julie Peasgood utilised her artistry 
skills to create a stylish home in Richmond

on’t ever leave builders in 
your home to do their thing. If 
you’re really concerned about 
the look being what you want, 
you must absolutely monitor and track 
it,’ Julie Peasgood tells me. The actress, 
television presenter and writer may be 
making a serious point but she’s half 
laughing as she describes the experience 
of having her kitchen brick wall painted 
a few years ago. ‘We went away for a 
weekend and the builder painted it 
yellow, but we’d asked for him to repoint 
the bricks, not repaint them! ’ 

Lesson learned, Julie set about 
creating a quintessential English country- 


style home that today looks chic and 
homely. Residing on Rosemont Road in 
Richmond, the 19th-century house is not 
only a reflection of Julie’s sunny 
character but also her professional life. 
In recent years, the actress has carved 
out a new path as a presenter on Crafty 
Beggars , a show dedicated to the world 
of crafts, and her expert touch is evident 
everywhere from the co-ordination of 
colours to the seamless blend of textures 
and fabrics. I say that she must have 
picked up some tips from the 
programme. ‘Definitely,’ she replies, 

‘I’m always on the lookout and now 
we’re shooting Crafty Beggars In The 


House for the new Craft Channel (Sky 
261), I’m constantly meeting amazing 
crafters. The only problem I would say is 
that I need more space to put things in.’ 

This need for greater space is behind 
Julie’s current decision to leave the 
house after 30 long happy years. She 
raised her daughter Kate here and for the 
last 20 years has lived there with her 
husband, actor Patrick Pearson, but she 
is now looking for a home with studio 
space. ‘I want to develop the production 
side to do with crafts,’ she explains. 
‘That’s a life choice. But nonetheless, I 
feel a real wrench.’ 

The hub of the home for the family 
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room for more space. Located to the 
right-hand side, it can function 
independently from the rest of the home, 
and opens directly onto the garden so is 
a flexible space. Having previously been 
used as a treatment room by Patrick, 
who is also a hypnotherapist, Julie says 
it could work equally well as a spare 
bedroom or a playroom for children. 

A calming ambience flows through 
every room. ‘Houses carry a certain 
karma, if you like, and we’ve been 
incredibly happy here,’ Julie says. Unlike 
so many homes in Richmond, the house 
escapes the dreaded Heathrow flight 
path. ‘We wake up every morning to 
birdsong,’ Julie says. This is because the 
house is situated next to the Vineyard 
School (rated as outstanding by Ofsted), 
which has an on-site conservation area 
where wildlife flourishes. 

Julie’s huge master bedroom, one of 
four in total, overlooks a gorgeous south¬ 
west facing balcony. It’s also possible for 
the top-floor bedrooms to be expanded. 
‘They’re comfortable but if you opened 
them out, utilising the eaves spaces, it 
would be a worthwhile investment,’ Julie 
says, ‘perfect for a growing family or for 
downsizers with grandchildren’. But any 
buyers will find it a tranquil place. ‘It’s a 
happy home,’ she beams.

has always been the stunning kitchen, a 
sympathetic conversion to the rear. Julie 
explains that it was formerly a galley 
kitchen attached to a 
small dining room, so 
she and Patrick made 
the decision to extend 
it into one large 
kitchen/dining room. 

The result is a bright 
room from the 
conservatory-style roof 
to the striking green and white floor, 
supplied by Color 1 Design in 
Twickenham. ‘We only lost a tiny slice 
of the back courtyard garden but what 


we gained from the extension was a 
south-west facing terrace and it’s a real 
suntrap,’ Julie explains. ‘The little paved 
garden is so quiet and 
private you could 
even sunbathe 
starkers,’ she adds, 
leaving us giggling. 

Julie says her 
favourite room is 
either the kitchen or 
the ‘garden room’ (the 
second reception room). The latter was

My sister's brussel sprouts 

From David Lesniak - enough for 8 portions 


Sweet potato mash 
with pecans 

Serves around 24 as a side to a holiday meal 

3kg sweet potatoes (orange) 

225g soft light or dark brown sugar (350g for 
mixing, lOOg for sprinkling) 

175ml double cream 

140g unsalted butter, softened 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1/2 teaspoon freshly grated nutmeg 

% teaspoon ground allspice 

1 tablespoon vanilla extract 

Va teaspoon kosher salt 

75g (or more if you like!) coarsely chopped 

pecans for sprinkling on top 

• Preheat the oven to 160°C. 

• Place the potatoes on a baking sheet and 
pierce them in several places with a fork. Bake 
until tender for about 1 hour. Remove from the 
oven and cool slightly. This could easily be 
done a day ahead. 


• Butter a 2 to 3-litre baking dish. Scrape the 
flesh from the potato skins into a large bowl. 

• Add 350g of the brown sugar and the cream, 
spices and vanilla. Using a hand-held mixer 
beat until smooth for about 2 minutes. Season 
with salt. Spoon the mixture into the prepared 
baking dish and smooth the top. Combine the 
nuts with the remaining brown sugar and 
sprinkle evenly over the top. Bake until heated 
through for about 30 minutes. Serve hot. 


700g (24 ounces) sprouts

1 tablespoon Dijon mustard

TOM PARKER BOWLES 


Skip London once in a while and gastronomic heaven awaits 


N ot everyone lives in London. And not all 
great restaurants dwell within the concrete 
curves of the M25. In fact, one of the most 
common complaints I receive as a national 
restaurant critic is that I’m too London-centric. That I 
give the rest of this sceptered isle short shrift and scant 
thought. A great friend, who’s a far more exalted 
scribe than me, argues that London has more new 
openings than any other city, therefore most of his 
energies should be spent on the capital. I see his point, 
if I don’t actually agree. 

And each month, I try to cover at least two 
restaurants outside of London. In fact, I make it my 
mission. Successful restaurateurs and chefs have to 
work that much harder, especially deep in the 
countryside. There’s no footfall to fill those slow 
Tuesday lunch tables, nor a public transport system to 
whip us from sitting room to sit down dinner. 

The choice, though, is huge. Three of my favourite 
restaurants on earth are many miles from the Big 
Smoke. The Seahorse, deep in Devon, is simply 
sublime, taking the very freshest fish and doing very 
little to them. Then there’s The Walnut Tree, near 
Abergavenny in Wales, where chef proprietor Shaun 
Hill shakes the pans in the most seductive of ways. 
And Stephen Harris’ remarkable Sportsman at 
Seasalter. The big boys, too, never let one down. 
Heston at The Fat Duck (soon to re-open) and Alain 
Roux at the ever civilised, reassuringly old school 
Waterside Inn, are both in Bray. Not too far from The 
Hand and Flowers, Tom Kerridge’s brilliant, two 
Michelin-starred gastropub.

Red N Hot in Manchester for proper Sichuan, 
Birmingham’s finest Balti at A1 Frash, Ebi Sushi in 
Derby, La Lantema in Scarborough, 64 Degrees in 
Brighton, The Pointer at Brill, Bell’s Diner in Bristol, 
and fish and chips from Henley’s of Wivenhoe and 
Seniors in Blackpool. I could fill pages with plenty 
more. But enough. Point proved. Of course you can 
eat well outside of London. So, sometimes, do escape 
the city. Because gastronomic glory awaits.

A new foodie addition 
to Richmond is the 
homely yet modern 
Muriel’s Kitchen on 
the site where Giraffe once 
stood. Muriel’s is one of four 
restaurants in London run by a 
husband and wife team. The first 
opened in South Kensington in 
2011, with sister restaurants 
now open in Leicester Square 
and Soho too. We visited the Richmond branch 
midweek for lunch - it is also open for breakfast 
and supper - and the restaurant was thriving. 

You pass the enticing deli as you enter but 
make your way through to the bright and airy 
dining room. The decor is eclectic, with a 
vintage feel. I admired the bird cage lamp 
shade above us, and the details dotted around 
the stylish space. Offering British cuisine with 
a hint of international inspiration, there’s a 
good choice of options to choose between. 

The vegetarian at our table could have eaten 
the majority of starters but had a more limited 
choice of mains. Undeterred, she indulged in 
her love for cheese by ordering the cheese 
board (usually a sharing starter) instead of a 
seasonal salad or the sweet potato, spinach 
and goat’s cheese tortilla. The rest of us 
(carnivores) enjoyed an impressive slab of

smoky, slow-roasted BBQ 
pulled pork sliders and two 
‘Muriel’s Classics’. The 
delectable - and quickly 
demolished - MK short rib 
cheeseburger, topped with 
Coastal cheddar and Monterey 
Jack cheese was applauded (as was the 
British bacon chutney on the side), while the 
signature chicken and peach curry was a 
good combination, perfect for mild palettes. 
Accompanying sides of rice, poppadoms, 
mango chutney and cucumber raita added 
excitement and the presentation was great. 

The wine list features wines from France, 
Italy, Spain and New Zealand - all available 
by the glass - plus sparkling and choices of 
cocktails and craft beers too. 

We admitted defeat when it came to 
desserts but were persuaded to take away 
sweets treats for later that afternoon. A 
generous slice of carrot cake, chocolate 
brownie stack and upside-down raspberry 
pudding did not disappoint.

Does the electr 
alternative to a 


T pn years ago, the concept of fully 

electric cars becoming mainstream was 
seen as slightly far-fetched - there was 
the odd product on the market but they 
did not offer a practical solution for most, and 
battery-powered vehicles were commonly 
associated with milk floats! However, recently, 
we have seen huge progress made in drivetrain 
and battery technologies. Battery capacities, 
charge rates and vehicle efficiencies are 
combining to deliver greatly improved products. 

The BMW i3 was the launch product for 
BMW's new i concept/brand and would best be 
described as a four-seater, five-door hatchback. 
It certainly has a futuristic look from the outside - 
a styling that makes it stand out from the 
masses. Entering the car enhances this 
experience with its coach doors and modern, 
airy interior styling and materials. 

The cabin is very accessible and comfortable 
with plenty of room for all four passengers. The 
thin profile of the seats maximises the space 
available in this compact vehicle. 

So, the most important question is whether this 
is an enjoyable car to drive day to day? Well, 
stick the controller to drive and plant your foot 
on the accelerator. You will experience two 
things: near silence from the motors, along with 
one of the most rapid initial accelerations of any 
car. Driving an i3 is nothing like my experience of 
manual or automatic, petrol or diesel cars. The 
most noticeable change is the accelerator 
response. Due to the regenerative braking, you 
experience a significant slowing as soon as you 


lift off the accelerator - unlike most cars, the car 
will not coast. This takes a little getting used to 
but after about an hour you fully adapt and I 
found it was so straightforward, you rarely 
needed to use the brake pedal (other than 
holding yourself at a junction). 

The central display provides clear information 
about the remaining range both in the battery 
and, for the range extender version of i3 I was 
driving, the range offered by the small range 
extender motor in the boot. 

If you are going to look at an i3 as a practical 
alternative, there are two key requirements. 

Firstly, it needs to be practical for the car to be 
on charge when parked at your home. Though 
plugging in to your home charger would 
become second nature, having to find on-street 
charging regularly (and it would be regularly) 
would likely soon become a chore. Of course, 
the second requirement is that the i3's range is 
well within your normal daily driving distance. 

The range extender option can provide a 
comfort blanket but you would not want to be 
using that function regularly, as it defeats the 
option of an electric car and I am not sure how 
economical that approach would be. 

If, for you, these two requirements are met, 
then not only does the i3 make sense today but 
it genuinely offers an exciting and fun alternative 
to a typical petrol or diesel car. Before investing 
in your next town car I really would recommend 
you spend a few hours behind the wheel of an 
i3 - you'll have a smile on your face after a few 
minutes. And of course, filling up the 21 kWh 


battery (for 70 miles) would cost you under £3 at 
current electricity prices 

And finally, does the i3 represent one viable 
solution for future cars en masse? Well, cars of 
the near future will need to minimise both their 
local air pollution (NOx, particulates) as well as 
their contribution to global carbon dioxide 
emissions. Electric cars such as the i3 tick the first 
of these boxes today (and air pollution in cities is 
already a very real problem). As for reducing 
the carbon dioxide emissions to tackle global 
warming, this is more complicated. Grid 
electricity here in the UK is currently a mix of fossil 
fuel generated and renewable electricity. 
Therefore, unless you are charging from your 
own renewable energy source, using an i3 
today is going to have a carbon impact. 

However, as we introduce more renewable 
electricity sources (such as offshore wind) to our 
grid, a fleet of electric cars offers an attractive, 
controllable demand for this clean energy. 
Therefore, it is difficult not to see electric cars as 
an important element of our future transport 
needs. The i3 clearly shows that electric cars can 
be practical and fun.

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SEEDS OF DOUBT 

What’s betterfor your child: a country or a city upbringing? Stop 
choosing says one education expert ; and make the most of both 

Words SUE LAIDLAW 


A s a child, I was always 

fascinated by the tale of the 
Town Mouse and the Country 
Mouse. It wasn’t the story itself 
that interested me, but the differences in 
their lives and their environments. Prior 
to having children - and as young parents 
- like many, we thought a great deal 
about the best place in which to raise our 
family 

In reality, most parents do not 
necessarily have much choice in where to 
bring up their children. Practical factors 
such as work commutes and potential 
school places, together with how life 
evolves, are usually determining factors 
in where we take root. Debate will always 
continue over the pros and cons of a 
country upbringing versus a town or city 
upbringing - the reality is that there are 
advantages in both. Our London offspring 
seem comfortable and happy hopping on 
a train or tube, and can often navigate 
their way around confidently and 
knowledgeably at a relatively young age, 
whilst their country-based cousins are 
more confident in different situations. 

So how can we balance the delights of 
an urban upbringing with the advantages 
of a more rural upbringing? You can start 
in your own back garden - get them 


involved with planting, digging, hunting 
out snails. Children love growing things, 
so their own garden patch can bring a tiny 
piece of rural life to a small child. 

London children live with many urban 
risks, but are perhaps not so often 
exposed to the measured risks that are 
more readily abundant in the countryside. 
From an early age, give them 
opportunities to mess around in streams, 
climb trees and generally get dirty. If you 
are able to fill their lives with animals, 
whether that be playing with insects in 
the garden, cleaning out their pets, 
mucking out horses or visiting farms, let 
them do it. 

One father, who made a recent 
decision to relocate to the country, looked 
back on how the London lives of his 
family necessitated driving to Richmond 
Park each weekend for a real sense of the 
outdoors - he delighted in how their lives 
had changed with no such need to do this 
anymore. It may seem second-best, but 
there is much to be said for this or for 
weekends of wild camping (with no 
social media or technology in sight). 

Make the most of opportunities to visit 
friends and family who live in more rural 
locations whenever possible as this can 
also open up opportunities for country 


weekends. As they get older, encourage 
youth hostelling with friends and Duke of 
Edinburgh Award activities. 

Stereotyping London life versus rural 
life is probably somewhat cliched. 
However, there is no doubt that children 
(and adults) of all ages benefit from the 
contrasts and opportunities that are 
available from different landscapes.

T here’s an exciting buzz around the 
head offices of Alpha Plus Group 
and it’s little wonder why.

YOUNG AT HEART 

As The Kindergartens opens another site in West London, the innovator 
behind these nursery schools promises there's more to come

I f you were out in Battersea recently 
desperately looking for some 
shaving foam without any luck, then 
Carol Evelegh may be able to shed 
some light on the reason why. 6 1 was at 
Bumble Bee [The Kindergartens’ SW11 
location] the other day and there was a 
child standing in some shaving foam. I 
asked what it felt like and this child 
shouted out all these different words and 
was learning so much. It’s why I buy a 
lot of shaving foam from Tesco!’ 

Meeting Carol at The Kindergartens’ 
Clapham head office, she exudes a real 
air of effervescence. Owner of The 
Kindergartens, the largest and fastest 
growing family-run group of nursery 
schools in London, she’s up at 6am every 
day to visit their 12 sites. The group was 
founded by her late husband Philip in 
1991, who always envisaged ‘five 
schools’, inspired in part by Carol’s 38 
years-plus experience teaching children 
from two upwards. Carol spent 33 of 
those years working with Thomas’s 
London Day Schools, firstly as a 
Reception teacher in her 20s, before 
going on to be Deputy Head of Thomas’s 
Kensington and then Director of 
Thomas’s Kindergartens - and then 
becoming Head of Thomas’s Clapham. 
‘They are a huge inspiration,’ she says 
about the Thomas family. 


Having experience of all education 
sectors, why did Carol end up focusing 
on the two to five year age range? ‘The 
young ones just come out with things 
and are so open,’ she smiles. ‘There’s 
something about young people that’s 
fascinating, interesting and 
wonderful - just their 
questioning of the world. 

They are like sponges. You 
can just see it in them - 
their eyes light up when 
they are learning.’ 

Carol runs The 
Kindergartens like a school 
and each site has its own 
personality, but there is a 
constant theme 
running through 
them. ‘There’s a 
sense of happiness, a 
sense of giving things 
a go,’ Carol says on 
the atmosphere you’d 
find in any one of 
The Kindergartens. ‘The children are so 
young, you want to nurture them, make 
them happy and tell them to have a go - 
giving them confidence in the process.’ 

The group’s success has its roots in 
Carol’s never-ending energy - ‘When we 
got to ten sites, people still approached 
me with possible locations, thinking 


“Carol will be up for the challenge”!’ - 
and its ability to embrace forward- 
thinking principles. They are one of the 
few nursery schools in London to 
embrace Forest Schooling, and emotional 
wellbeing is just as important as 

educational excellence. ‘If 
you have happy children, 
you have a happy school,’ 
Carol says simply. 

Walk around any site and 
you’ll see classrooms 
bursting at the seams with 
children’s work on the 
walls, covering all manner 
of subjects. West London 
has its own share of this 
educational experience 
now with Pooh Comer 
opening in September, 
and with another also 
set to open in Fulham 
soon, where will the 
journey end? ‘If 
something wonderful 
comes along and we can make a 
difference in that area, then we would 
like to do it,’ Carol says. Best get out and 
stock up on shaving foam.

Despite the rain, Karen was keen to 
try out the swimming pool (although 
only braved the 20m indoor pool, rather 
than the outdoor hydrotherapy pool) as I 
nosed around the hotel, meaning we 
were soon both eager for dinner at the 
Michelin-starred Park restaurant.

Head to the Cotswolds where a visit to Dormy House will leave

L iving in London I am well 
versed in the town versus 
country debate and have always 
sworn my allegiance to 
pavements, art house cinemas and 
properly made flat whites.

T here’s something magical about 
St Martin de Belleville. The 
picture-postcard alpine village in 
the Three Valleys ski area has a 
more refined feel than neighbouring 
party resort Meribel and it has a truly 
impressive ski area to suit all abilities. 

At an altitude of 1,450m, and with 
600km of pistes, this snowy scene is a 
ideal place for skiers and snowboarders.

T here are dozens of Mediterranean islands you could 
choose for a holiday, but only one so moved D.H. 
Lawrence that he felt compelled to write an entire 
travel book about it - Sardinia, a place he claimed ‘lies 
outside the circuit of civilisation’. 

Along its 1,849km coastline, Sardinia 
possesses some of the most breathtaking 
beaches in the world. The southwestern 
region of Chia in particular brings every 
cliched holiday brochure description to life. 

The Chia Laguna Resort is the largest in the 
area, containing four hotels, including the 
only five star, Hotel Laguna, which gives its 
guests free run of the Dune di Campana beach. At di Campana, 
yes, the sands really are white and the sea azure blue - clear 
enough that you can see translucent jellyfish swimming though 
the water adagio on a windy day. Loungers fill the beachfront 
row on row, but surrounding protected dunes cast out any 
nearby buildings, letting the scenery breathe. As a palid-skinned 
Irish woman who applies factor 50 the second the clouds 
retreat, I’ve never been interested in greasing up and sunning - 
but the sands here were too persuasive. 

To experience the more rugged 
Sardinian landscape at its best, hire a 
boat, and see the islets and caves up 
close. The best swimming is found 
boatside, at a distance from the busy 
shore. On the 16 minute stroll from 
Hotel Laguna to the next - equally 
gorgeous - beach ‘spiaggia’ di Monte 
Cogoni, you’ll find a lagoon with 
flamingos dotted on the water like mini 
pink marshmallows.

For those travelling with families but in 
need of a personal break too, head to the 
new Chia Laguna Natural Spa. One of the 
highlights of the resort, it has just been completed and features 
peaceful outdoor hydro-massage pools, a turkish bath and a 
room dedicated to a body mud treatment. For dinner, there are 
nine restaurants to try, depending on your mood, but the 
trattoria-style La Luna stands out with its steaming bowls of 
mussels, fresh squid and fine wine list. 

On a Sardinian beach, I discovered the importance of being 
idle. Chia Laguna might never have sated the wanderlust of 
D.H., but for a family after a relaxing 
all-in break that prioritises beauty over 
foam parties, this could be the place.
